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PREFACE 


These vocabularies for first, second, third, and fourth 
year Latin have been assembled in the form here pre- 
sented to assist teachers and pupils in their Latin 
work. This is done by meeting the demand for a simple 
high school dictionary of the words most often used, 
with well-arranged drill tables for memorizing them. 
In addition the book gives exercises to fix and cor- 
rect the pronunciation of Latin— too often faulty 
throughout the high school. 

First, there is presented a dictionary containing a 
little over 2000 words of most frequent occurrence in 
the study of secondary Latin, the definitions being 
limited to what experts have agreed are the funda- 
mental meanings. Following the dictionary, these 
words are divided into half-year groups for the first 
two years and into year groups for the third and 
fourth years, and are so classified as to aid the 
memory. 

The use of this book will prove a great timesaver 
in doing away with the continual turning from text to 
vocabulary and from vocabulary to text, caused by 
the fact that the student, owing to the many defini- 
tions he encounters, is unable to fix fundamental 
meanings. A few minutes of drill at the opening of 
each period will enable one to acquire quickly the 
fundamental vocabulary for each year’s work. Then 
as the student reads his page of Latin there will be a 
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steadily decreasing number of words which he will 
need to look up. Should the context require a dif- - 
ferent or a finer shade of meaning, he may then refer 
to the vocabulary in the text he is using. But this will 
be seldom. | 

The groupings of these words by years in the back 
of the book, with the Latin on one page and the Eng- 
lish on the reverse, correspondingly numbered, is a 
device that has already proved its worth in many 
classrooms as an instrument of acquiring mastery in 
a short time, and makes an interesting and very use- 
ful basis for oral and written time-limited tests at the 
recitation period. 

It is a matter of common observation that, even in 
the later years of high school study, pupils frequently 
stumble over pronunciation. Accordingly it has been 
thought desirable to present a carefully devised scheme 
for drill on the fundamental sounds to the end that 
pronunciation may become more uniform and more 
exact in classroom usage. The importance of this 
feature is accentuated by the fact that recent peda- 
gogical practice in Latin teaching places increasing 
emphasis on appeal to the ear as a means of acquiring 
a correct knowledge of sound, of word relations, and 
of word sequence in the Latin sentence. Systematic 
and persistent drill on the Latin sounds is advised 
throughout the high school course with the purpose 
of establishing in the class the habit of distinguishing 
and giving them correctly and automatically. 

The extensive use of this little volume is predicted 
with confidence. At an opportune time it presents in 
a single volume, in clear and teachable form, materials 
that heretofore have been presented in fragments or 
in ways difficult of access. It suggests methods of 
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attack that cannot fail to lighten the buraen of teachers, 
. while it serves to greatly strengthen the pupil’s effec- 
tiveness in Latin study. 

I wish to express my appreciation of the valuable 
assistance given by Miss F. D. Lefferts and Mr. W. C. 
Lowe whose suggestions and painstaking labors have 
helped greatly in perfecting the book.

THE ALPHABET 
The Latin alphabet is the same as the English alpha- 
bet, except that there is no 7 or w. iis used both as a 
~ vowel and as a consonant. 


PRONUNCIATION 


Directions: With each letter of the Latin alphabet 
an English word containing the Latin sound of that 
letter is given in the following tables. These words 
we shall call “key words.’”’ Memorize these key words 
so thoroughly that upon the sight of any letter you 
can instantly give its key word. Detach the sound

alone.

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SYLLABICATION 
Directions for dividing words into syllables: 


1. Make as many syllables in each word as there 
are separate vowels or diphthongs. 

c6-g6 contains two vowels and therefore has two 
syllables. prae-mi-um contains one diphthong 
and two vowels and therefore has three syllables. 

How many syllables has each of the following words? 
vultus, aurum, diligentia, causa, more, proelium, 
vocandus, aedificiis. 

When u is pronounced like w in qu, gu, and su, it 
does not count as a vowel. The word a’-qua has 
only two syllables. How many syllables has suasé- 
runt, anguibus, lingua, suétus? 


2. When a single consonant comes between two 
vowels, join it with the second vowel: c6-gd, prae- 
mi-um.

QUANTITY OF VOWELS 


No rules can be given for determining the length of 
each vowel in a word. Observe carefully the length of 
each vowel at the time the word is first met and take 
time to pronounce it accurately. Consider the length 
of each vowel an-essential part of the spelling of the 
word. The following rules will help: 

1. A vowel is long before nf and ns: inferus, insanus. 

2. A vowel is long when it is the result of a contrac- 
tion: cég6 (= coago). 
~ 3. Diphthongs are always long. Therefore they are 
not marked: causa. 
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4. A vowel is short before nd, nt, and is usually 
short before another vowel or h: vocandus, vocant, 
copia, mihi. 


QUANTITY OF SYLLABLES 


1. A syllable is long by nature if it contains a long 
vowel or diphthong. 

- In caedés both syllables are long by nature. Why? 

Divide the following words into syllables, and then 
pick out all the syllables which are long by nature: 
claud6, adoléscéns, firmus, fossarum, praefectus. © 

2. When the short vowel of a syllable is followed 
by two or more consonants or by x (=cs or gs) or Z 
(= ds), the syllable is long by position. 

To put it more simply, when you have divided your 
words into syllables, notice that some syllables end 
with a vowel and some with a consonant. A sylla- 
ble ending with a consonant is long even though the 
vowel of that syllable is short. For example, it takes 
longer to pronounce ap than it does to pronounce a: 
ap-pel-16, a-m6. 

In pul-chra, pul is long by position. Why? In 
sa-xum (= sac-sum), sa is long by position. Why? 

Divide the following words into syllables and then 
pick out all the syllables which are long by position: 
iadex, nocturnus, pulchra, administré, dixit (= dicsit), 
monendus. 

Exception: -When the short vowel of a syllable is 
followed by a mute (p, b, ph, c, g, ch, t, d, th) and that 
mute is followed by 1 or r, the syllable is short, for 
such a combination of consonants is pronounced natu- 
rally with the following vowel: a-gri, pu-bli-cus. 
(Such a syllable is sometimes long in poetry, as 


ag-ti.) 
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Divide the following into syllables and then under- 
score the syllables which come under this exception: 
patriam, agricola, neglegd, celebro, locuplés, stuprum, 
lacrima. 


ACCENT 


The last syllable of a word is the “ultima,” the next 
to the last syllable is the “‘penult,” the syllable before 
the penult is the “antepenult.”’ 


RULES 


1. Never accent the ultima. 

2. When a word has only two syllables, accent the 
penult: om/’-nis, pa’-ter. 

3. When a word has more than two syllables, accent 
the penult if it is long by nature or by position. 
Otherwise accent the antepenult: di-vi’-sa, appel’-ld, 
in’-co-lunt. 

4. When an enclitic (a short word which does not 
stand alone) is joined to another word, accent the 
syllable just preceding the enclitic regardless of the 
length of that syllable. Since -que, -ne, -met are 
enclitics, ménsaque = mén-sa’-que, egomet = e-go/- 
met, and monetne = mo-net’-ne.
